The Fire Has‘Swept Over 100,000 Square Yards of | 


Space and Is Still Spreading. 


THE LOSS ALREADY REACHES 
OVER TEN MILLION DOLLARS. 


Block After Block of Six-Story Buildings Filled With Costly 


Merchandise Have Been Laid in Ruins. 


LONDON, Nov. 19.—The most serious fire 
in recent years is now raging here. In sev- 
eral streets adjacent to the general post- 
office huge blocks of buildings are blazing 
fiercely. Many houses have collapsed and 
fifteen warehouses have already been de- 
stroyed, Buildings are ablaze on both sides 
of the streets, thus preventing the firemen 
from reaching the burning bulldings. 

The fire broke out in Hamsell street and 
worked through the houses to Well sfreet, 
@ narrow thoroughfare. There the flames 
leaped and set fire to the opposite houses. 
At that time the conflagration extended rap- 
idly both up and down the street. 

Well street {s Involved from end to end, 
and the flames are rapidly nearing Nicholas 
Square, which is surrounded by tall ware- 
houses. 

The fire brigade has given up hope of sub- 
duing the fire, and is devoting its energies 
to preventing its spread. 

The occupants of the threatened build- 
ings are busily removing their books and 
business documents. 

No casualties have thus far been reported. 

At 3:30 this afternoon 35 fire engines 
were engaged in fighting the flames, and 
others were arriving momentarily from all 
parts of the city. Many thousands of peo- 
ple have gathered to see the fire. One end 
of Jewin street is now attacked by the 
flames. It presents the appearance of a 
huge furnace. 

Several large buildings have already fall- 
en and the debris completely blocks the 
roadway. 

The dasmage done by the fire is enormous. 
Most of the buildings destroyed were six 
stories high and filled with merchandise. 

The locality where the fire raged 4s with- 
fn about three squares of the business cen- 
ter of oLndon, which is said to be the 
busiest spot in the world,

In 1870 the foundation of the general post- 
office north was laid. It was finished in 
1893. It contains the offices of the Post- 
master-General and cost over $1,500,000. 

The fire originated in the store of an um- 
brella manufacturer on Hamsell street: at 
1 o’clock this afternoon, and the great 
loss of property seems to be due to the 
delay in summoning the fire department. 
One published report says that the police 
officer who first detected the flames blew 
his whistle loudly for assistance, but sev- 
eral minutes elapsed before the alarm was 
heard by any of his comrades. As soon 
aS assistance reached him the officer was 
dispatched to call the fire brigade. 

The Church of St. Giles was built in 1545. 
It is approached by an archway in Red 
Cross street, also within the scene of the 
conflagration, and contains among other 
things the tombs of John Milton, who died 
in 1674; the tomb of Fox. the martyrologist; 
Frobisher, the voyager, who died in 1594, and 
Speeir, the typographer, who died in 1629. 

Oliver Cromwell was married in the 
Church of St. Giles on Aug. 22, 1620, and the 
parish register contains an entry of the 
burial of Daniel De Foe, the author of 
“‘Rabinson Crusoe,”” who died in 1731. 

Milton is commemorated there by a bust 
by Bacon and the late George W. Childs of 
Philadelphia erected a stained glass window 
in this church to the poet’s memory. 

In the church yard is an old bastion of 
the London wall, and close by in the Lon- 
don wall is a small part of the church 
yard of St. Alphago, containing another 
large fragment of the old wall built by 
the Romans. 

Alders Gate and Cripple Gate are named 
after two of the gates in Roman London,

He Starts To-Day From: New Bedford, Mass., to Begin His 
Hazardous Undertaking. 


Epectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 19.—To-day 
Lieut. Frederick G. Dodge begins his long 
and hazardous journey to carry relief to the 
ice-locked whaling fleet of five ships In the 
Arctic Ocean, whose seamen will starve if 
provisions are not sent to them. 

The ships, five in number and carrying 
collectively 150 men, are caught in the ice 
pack in the vicinity of Point Barrow, Alas- 
ka. Three of the ships are known to be 
imprisoned to the eastward of Point Bar- 
row, while the remaining two, it is be- 
lieved, are to the northward and westward 
of that point. 

Lieut. Dodge volunteered for the exped!- 
tion and his services were accepted by the 
authorities in Washington. 

In accepting the charge of the sled ex- 
pedition Lieut. Dodge enters upon an un- 
dertaking from which many a brave man 
might shrink. He will have to make a 
sled journey of at least 300 m les and pos- 
sibly twice that distance wholly within the 


Arctic circle, and this he will attempt in 
the dead of an arctic winter, He will have 
no sight of the sun at any time on the jour- 
ney, and for a guide*he will have to de- 
pend wholly upon observat.ons of the stars 
and planets. 

he Lieutenant leaves New Bedford, 
Mass., to-day for Seattle and there will join 
the revenue cutter Bear. 

The Bear, in command of Capt. Fran- 
cis Tuttle, another Massachusetts man, ié6 
now taking on stores at Seattle preparatory 
for the winter voyage into the Arctic circle. 
All during the past summer Capt. Tuttle 
has been engaged in Arctic work with kis 
ship, and now within two weeks’ time after 
his return he will start North again to 
reach, if possible, the imprisoned whaling 


onine. 

e Bear will go as: far north as the ice 
will permit. Little hope is felt that she will 
be able to reach a point farther than Port 
Clarence, and it may be that St. Michaels’ 
at the mouth of the Yukon River, will be 
the limit of her reach. 

When she finds she can go no further the 
Bear will Jand Lieut. Dodge and a detail 
of men, and with reindeer teams and dogs 
will start that officer on the long over- 
land journey. The re!ndeer will be obtained 
at Port Clarence, even if the detail has 
to make the trip to the Port Clarence sta- 
tion overland from St. Michaels. At Port 
Clarence there is a herd at present owned 
by the Government, numbering nearly 1,( 
animals. Natives from the Port Clarence 
station will be taken on the expedition to 
handle the reindeer teams. ' 

Lieut. Dodge will strike inland from Port 
Chester, going almost due east for 200 
miles, in order to avo!d the rugged moun- 
tain ranges of the coast. Then he will 
BWerve to the northward and head for the 
great valley of the Kowak River, he will 
follow the Kowak towards its source 
until about 100 miles north of Cape

Dodge himself will probably remain the 
winter out at the Barrow station unless his

ar. 

The practice of the whaling ships is to 
spend three years in the north. he first 
Season is spent in getting into the Arctic, 
the second in hunting whales gi the 
open winter period, and the third and last 
Summer in mak ng a short catch and then 
getting out. This year, though, five unfor- 
tunate ships have been caught in the ice 
pack before reaching Bering straits. 

The Bear will start from Seattle in about 
ten days. 

Dodge has been doing duty on the reve- 
nue cutter Dexter as executive officer for 
the past eighteen months. Prior to his 
joining the Dexter he saw six years’ ser- 
vice in the Pacific, and for two years served 
on board the Bear on Arctic work as a 
watch officer. He is thoroughly familiar 
with the Arctic coast line and is probably 
one of the most competent men that could 
be selected for the hazardous work ahead. 

Lieut. Dodge is about 29 years of age, of 
a quiet and rather retiring disposition, and 
a: first glance gives slight indications of 
the thoroughly nervy makeup which is his 
predominant character. 

On New Year's night, at midnight, 1890-91, 
Lieut. Dodge then on the revenue cutter 
Corwin, in the Pacific, was landed through 
a terrific surf on the west coast of Van- 
couver Isiand for the purpose of searching 
for the shipwrecked crew of the American 
schooner Dare. Dodge had three men in 
his party and for seven days he worked his 
way over country through which Indians 
could not be induced to accompany him, 
and which was a region probably never be- 
fore trodden by white men. But Dodge 
accomplished the object of his search, and 
when finally picked up by the Corwin he 
and his party had every particle of clothing 
on their persons hanging in shreds. 

His seven days’ exper‘ence was one of un- 
told hardship. He and his men swam 
streams in the dead of winter. They were 
finally deprived of the means of making a 
fire and one of the number had to be car- 
ried out by his fellows. The report of

Newby Says He Found “‘Ricketty” Dan 
Benton, Whose Identity Was 
Mixed With His Own in 
the Fraud Trial.

CAIRO, Ill., Nov. 19.—William Newby, 
who was the chief figure in the most sen- 
sational pension fraud case in the history 
of this country, was in this city last even- 
ing on his way home from a visit to Mis- 
sourl. He will be remembered as the man 
who was sent to the Chester penitentiary 
for two years, being convicted of having 
sought to collect a pension from the Gov- 
ernment as William Newby, when the evi- 
dence showed to the satisfaction of the 
jury that he was Dan Benton, or “‘Ricketty 
Dan,” of Trenton, Tenn. Newspaper readr 
ers are familiar with his story. The ma

The man is in the poor-house 
at Springfield, Tenn., and has been there 
for years, according to Newby's story. The 
latter says he will go to his home at Fair- 
field at once and wil] make another ape! - 
cation for a pension and for back pay. @ 
Claims to be able to establish his identity.) 

William Newby was convicted of the pen- 
sion fraud in the Federal Court at Spring- 
field, Ill., July 22, 1893. Following Is a brief 
history of the case, which attracted much 
attention at the time. 

William Newby of White County, Tllinols, 
enlisted as a private soldier in Company 
D, #th Ilinoig Infantry. At the battle of 
Shiloh he was shot and left on the field.

But there are several 
obstacles in the way, notably the laws 
of the State of Missourl. Not only is 
there a statute prohibiting prize-fighting 
and the aiding and abetting of prize-fight- 
dng under penalty of a term in the peni- 
tentiary, but Section 8769 forbids sparring 
and boxing exhibitions in the following 
‘unmistakable terms: 

Any person who shall engage in any pub- 
No sparring or boxing exhibition, or who 
shall aid, abet or assist in any such exhibi, 
tion, or who shall furnish any room or other 
place for such exhibition, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

No permit of any city official can waive 
@ State law, and if the State’s officers 
countenance the violation of the law or 
fail to prosecute the offenders they are 
recreant to their trust. ) 

New Orleans tried sparring exhibitions 
and after a series of brutal scenes and 
two deaths the State authorities were 
compelled to suppress them and to drive 
the thugs out. Mayor Harrison of Chi- 
cago has just issued orders to the police 
to suppress all professional sparring ex- 
hibitions and arrest every person con- 
nected with them. Enlightened public 
sentiment in the cities and throughout 
the country condemns professional slug- 
ging under any guise as brutalizing and 
disgraceful.

RICH PRIZE IN SIGHT. 


The Asphalt Trust Receives No Check 
From Secretary.of the Interior Bliss. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 19.—Corne- 
lius N. Bliss, Secretary of the Interior, has 
cleverly dodged, in his annual report, the 
troublesome question of how to prevent the 
Asphalt, Trust getting control of the gil- 
sonite lands in the Uncompahgre Indlan 
reservation. 

Instead of suggesting the proper way to 
protect the Government, he refers the whole 
matter to Gongress, making no recom.- 
mendation at all. 

For s®veral years a number of large cor- 
porations have beer trying to get posses- 
ston of the land reserved by the Govern. 
ment containing, the gilsonite, and have 
had various méasures before Congress look- 
ing to that end, but invariably they have 


been defeated. 
It was thought 


Secretary Bliss in his 
message would outline the way to protect 
the Government, but he has not done so. 
“he deposits are said to be the richest in 
the world, and the prize that is awaiting 
the Asphalt Trust if it succeeds in getting 
the lands. reserved by the Government, 
which contain the deposits of gilsonite or 
asphalt, may be roughly approximated 
8, 000,000,000. 
rhe only references that is made to the 
matter in the Secretary's report is this par- 
agraph: The act of June 7, 1897, reserves to 
the Unfted States the title of all lands con- 
taining gilsonite, asphalt or other like sub- 
stances, but does’ not authorize the Secre- 
tary of the Interfor to lease the same or 
to work such deposits, or to permit them to 
be worked by others on royalty. I have, 
therefore, to recommend such legislation in 
Congress as will enable the people of the 
United States to reap the benefit of these 
valuable and useful mineral deposits. 

Two companies—one in New York and the 
other in St. Louis--are act:vely working for 
the rich prize.

I am fearful lest at some exe- 
ecution a beam will break or that the whole 
structure will tumble down. Then the 
Sheriff will be blamed for a bungling exe- 
cution. 
“T have made a close examination of the 
gallows, and I find that nearly every tim- 
ber is decayed. Even the hooks to which 
the rope is fastened hAve rusted and are 
liable to Snap. 

The trap door, through which the body 
drops, is so old that the ‘catches’ will harti- 
ly hold. 

“The whole apparatus is ancient in de- 
sign. I want a gallows where there will be 
plenty of room. On the gallows now there 
is not room for five persons.. Yesterday 
morning Father McErlane came very near 
falling through the trap with Clay.” -

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THE PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION. 


Reports of Officers Submitted at the 
Thirty-Eighth Annual Meeting. 


The thirty-eighth annual meeting of the 
St. Louis Provident Association was held 
in the Second Baptist Church, Beaumont 
and Locust streets, Thursday night. 

Kex-Gov. David R. Francis presided, and 
the 500 persons present manifested great in- 
terest in the proceedings. 

The report of Dr. T. M. Finney, General 
Manager, showed that aid had been -ex- 
tended to 6,345 of 8,623 applicants, among 
whom were 6,331 families and 2,292 home- 
less and unemployed men and women. The 
children: of heads of families applying for 
relief brought the total up to 25,573 people 


in distress. In the industrial agencies of 
the association, including the wood yard 
for men and the laundry and sewing rooms 
for women, work had been given 22,061 
times, by which wages in cash, clothing, 
provisions, transportation, ete., had been 
earned, The restaurant, where meals are 
furnished at or below cost, 74131 meals 
were served in the four months it was open, 
Kach dish was supplied for 1 cent, and the 
average payment per meal was 3% cents. 
There has been 19,083 visitations of the 
homes of distressed ffamilies, and the ne- 
cessity and value of personal investigation 
was shown by the fact that of the families 
applying 1,129 were found not requiring or 
entitled to relief. The test of labor showed 
15 per cent of the homeless male applicants 
wanting. Of 3,684 permits to the wood yard 
issued, 441 were never presented, showing 
that the holders of them did not want lodg- 
ing and food if required to work for them.

Miss McRoy’s parents settled in Arkansas. 
It is thought they came from one of the 
Eastern States. They were highly respecta- 
ble, refined people, and moved to the South- 
west soon after their marriage. They were 
unacclimated, and soon after a daugliiter 
had come to bless their union; both fell vic- 
tims to malaria and died. None knew the 
whereabouts of the infant’s grandparents. 

A quarter-breed Indian woman known 
only as ‘‘Stella’’ saw the child, and her 
heart warmed toward her. She had no 
child of her own to love and care for, and 
she took the little orphan. From that day 
Stella lived only for her foster child. 

When the child wasstill very young Stel- 
la traveled with her to Alton, Ill, where 
she l.ved for some time. The people of 
Alton wondered to see the pretty Anglo- 
Saxon child with the woman whose Indian 
omgin was apparent. The inquiries made 
alarmed Stella, and fearing that the child 
she loved as her own might be taken from 
her, she fled to St. Louis. 

Stella rented a room on Olive street, near 
Beaumont, and went to work to support 
herself and the child. She was an expert 
with the needle, not only in making of 
beaded Indian trinkets, but in fine sewing 
and embroidery. She tolled early and late, 
end when she was old enough the Kttle 
Anna Was sent out to dispose of her foster- 
gnother’s work. 

Stella looked after the religious education 
of her charge, and sent her on Sundays to 
(hrist Church Sunday-schcol. In this way 
the attention of charitable people was dli- 
rected to her. When Stella fell sick Mr. 
James E. Yeatman had her removed to St. 
Luke’s Hospital, while the child was sent 
to Mrs. P. D. Coleman, who had charge of 
the Mission Home of the Unitarian Church, 
to be cared for. 

Stella's disease was consumption, which 
had been aggravated by the close confine- 
ment incident to her labors with the needle. 
She lingered a long time and her foster 
child was to be found at her sick bed when- 
ever opportunity offered. 

One day Stella realized that the end was 
mear. She sent for the girl she had loved 
60 well. now grown to womanhagod, intend- 
tne TO teirwer fomething of her parentage 
ehe had never confided to any one. It was 
too late. When Miss McRoy arrived Stella 
tried in‘.valn, with her dy'‘ng breath, to 
unfold the secret. She muttered a few in- 
articulate words, and, exhausted by the ef- 
fort, fell back a corpse.

@ mother’s part by the orphan. She was 
educated..in the public schools, graduated 
from the High School and prepared herself 
for kindergarten work, having decided to 
oaees sy profession of teacher.

Hearers naturally dislike the speaker, 
which is a fact not as clearly understood 
as it ought to be. 

Instinctively he pulls the reins, but that 
is a useless expedient. 

However, all ‘‘orators” try it as Griffo did 
last night. 

But his audience would have none of him. 

Failing to be heard he went in to do what 
he was not fit to do, and in a few moments 
the reputation which he has made in the 

r.ze ring, the thing which to him meant 

read, butter and a livelihood, disappeared 
forever.

Griffo’s carriage had run into a Washington 
avenue car and that Griffo had been killed. 

At 11 o’clock a carriage drove up in front 
of the Fourteenth street entrance, t had 
come from the Dispensary and it contained 
Kane, Holieren and Griffo. 

The former had his handg all bandaged 
up and his face and neck covered with court 
plaster. 

Griffo had abrasions on the back of his 
head and back, and blue marks on his

The master of ceremonies, not knowing of 
the arrangement to spar four friendly 
rounds, read from his programme that 
Tracy and Griffo would appear in an eight- 
round bout. . ® 

Griffo’s trainer asked the M. C. to explain 
that it was to be only a four-round go. 

The M. C. tried, but the immense crowd 
would not listen. They were eager and anx- 
ious to see the ‘‘fight.”’ 

Then it was that Griffo, poor fellow, rose 
to explain. 

In his blunt way he said: “Coming to this 
‘ere ’ouse to-night I met with a fearful hac- 
cident. One of us was killed, he was. Fif- 
teen thousand saw it. They know that what 
I say is true. 

Some one shouted: “You're drunk, Get up 
and fight.’’ 

Then pandemonium broke loose, and while 
the gallery gods stamped and made a noise 
that sounded tike peals of thunder those 
below stairs cheered like mad and called tor 
what was to be “‘the fight of the evening.”

TO THE FLOOR, CRYING THAT 
HE WAS SHOT.

SECOND-HAND SHOP TRAGEDY. 


Police Arrested Young Cohen, but the 
Doctors Found the Man Was 
Not Hurt. 


Oswald Federwisch, who came to this 
country from Poland less than a year ago, 
had a hornfying experience Friday morn- 
ing and was thought to be seriously shot in 
the abdomen when he was hurried from 
Eleventh .and Franklin avenue in a patrol 
wagon to the City Dispensary. 

When the cause of Federwisch’'s d'stress 
was cleared up it turned out to be an amus- 


ing serio-comic performance in a second- 
hand store. ‘ 

Federwisch cannot speak English, but hz 
been told by his countrymen how op Br 
are held up on the streets by footpads and 
robbed. He resolved to protect his pocket- 
book, and went to Morris Cohen’s second- 
hand store, 1015 Franklin avenue, to buy a 
revolver, The 15-year-old son of Cohen was 
alone in the store, and showed Federwisch 
an assortment of “‘bulidogs” and improved 
footpad destroyers, 

Federwisch had never owned a pistol, 
and told the lad to show him how to put 
the cartridges in it. He did so, and as he 
handed the pistol to Federwisch accident- 
ally pulled the trigger. There was an ex- 
plosion, Federwisch fell to the floor, scream- 
ing he was shot to death, and young Cohen 
dashed out into the street, yelling that he 
had killed a man, but didn’t “‘go to do it.’”’ 

A crowd of several hundred people rushed 
to the scene of the tragedy, a policeman 
among them. Federwisch was on the floor, 
writhing in supposed pain, with both hands 
clasped acros his stomach, crying in Ger- 
man that he had been shot. 

He was picked up and carried to the wag- 
on by the officers. Young Cohen was also 
taken along. -The cries of Federwisch at- 
tracted people as the wagon dashed through 
the streets, and young Cohen was crying 
like his heart had been broken, 

Federwisch waé taken into the Dispen- 
sary, laid on the operating table, and Dr. 
Thompson had him stripped jo search for 
the wound, but there was no wound. The 
bullet had ripped through his clothing and 
barely grazed the skin for an inch or two 
across the abdomen. 

When told that he was not hurt Feder- 
wisch hopped off the operating table, ex- 
claimed how glad he was, and forgave the 
weeping young Cohen, who was really in 
great distress. Both left the Dispensary re- 


joicing at the outcome of the tragedy.

NO TRACE OF HER FOUND YET. 


Capt. O’Malley’s Search Futile,

The whereabouts of Mrs. William T. 
oa 2, iNaa ar her home at 1211 Missouri 
ue last Friday nigh ’ 
to the police. y night, is still a mystery 
Capt. O'Malley of the Central District, 
who is doing the greater part of the search- 
ing, reported to the Dolman street relatives 
Friday that his efforts to find the missing 
lady had been futile. He says the most 
diligent work of his officers has not un- 

earthed a clew. 

“Tt is one of the strangest cases on rec- 
ord,” said the Captain. “The woman 
seems to have covered every track. My 
men cannot trace her movements half a 
block. Ido not believe she has committed 
suicide, and I shall continue to watch the 
hospitals and public institutions.” 

The relatives seem to rely wholly 
Capt. O'Malley to find Mrs. Gempp, as 
neglected to report the disappearance to 
Capt. Young in whose district she lived. 
Outside of the Central District the police 
are working on a slender description of the 
lady, as telephoned to many stations, and 
on the information given by the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

Chief Desmond said Friday the matter had 
not been officially reported to him, and he 
had done nothing. 

The theory now is that Mrs. Gempp at- 
tempted to walk to the insane asvlum to see 
her daughter and fell ill in some obscure 
place from the exposure, or else committed 
Suicide. Accordingly, an order was sent 
from police headquarters Friday morning 
directing Captains of outlying districts to 
make a most careful search. 

No event for some time has occasioned 
such interest in South St. Louis as the dis- 
appearance of Mrs. Gempp. While she was 
comparatively unknown personally, her 
late husband was well known, and the fam- 
ily of H. C, Sees on Dolman street have 
been prominent figures for years in busi- 
ness and social life. 

The newspapers are eagerly scanned and 
the Dolman street residence is beseiged 
with anxious callers,

THE MARKETS. 


ST. LOUTS, Nov. 20, 1897, 

The Liverpool Corn Trade News says that the 
Russian Minister of Agriculture estimates the Rus- 
eian wheat crop at 75,000,000 bushels and the rye 
crop at 116,000,000 bushels below last year in 
Russia proper aud also a shortage in Causasia and 
Poland. Another cable says the estimate of the 
wheat crop is 275,320,000 bushels as - compared 
with 285,544,000 last year. It is expected that the 
final settlement will show a large shortage. 


It must be remembered, however, that all this 
has been overestimated, Dut the damage by drought 
ed were worse than this, 

An Argentine cable says the damage by locusts 
has been overestimated, but the damage by drouth 
has been underestimated, as less than an average 
crop is expected. 

A Buenos Aytes cable says: Several cargoes of 
American cereals which arrived here could not be 
gold and will be taken to England. The steam- 
ship Sardinian Prince which arrived last week 
will sail without unloading. This refusal of 
American wheat is due to the fact that the Ar- 

entine crop ia more than sufticient for home use, 
Millers refuse to receive foreign grain. 

Another cable says crop prospects are excellent. 

Receipts of wheat at Liverpool for the past three 
days were 868,338 bushels, of which 360,000 dush- 
#18 Werte from Amefica. Keceipts of corn were 
165,000 bushels. 

It is reported that Minneapolis stocks will in- 
crease from 850,000 to 400,000 bushels and Duluth 
will increase about 800,000 bushels. 

Chicago wires that the Weare people took another 
100,000 bushels of No. 1 at Duluth yesterday. 
Three cargoes arrived at Chicago yesterday, aggre- 
gating 807,000 bushels, 

A tip from the Northwest says to buy flax, as
